The newspaper 
articles generated an estimated 40 
calls a day to the Base Station, 
transforming Darin, KB6WAS, into 
the instant ATV Answer Man _ who 
fielded calls from the general 
public in- terested in tuning into 
the Voyager pictures. We thank 
Darin and Art for helping with this 
once-in-a-lifetime event.

OFFICIAL OBSERVER SERVICE 
By Carson Taylor, Ké6TI 


An important aspect of the 


Communications Act of 1982 
authorized the FCC to formally 
enlist Amateur volunteers for 


monitoring the air waves for rules 
violations. To implement this, the 
FCC created the Amateur Radio 
Auxiliary, adminstered by the ARRL. 
Operators who qualify are 
designated as "Official Observers" 


who report monthly to the 
Coordinator, listing violation 
notices sent and to whom. (A very 
important part of this monitoring 
is sending ‘good guy’ cards to 
station operators who exemplify 


fine communication practices). 

This Service is not as well 
known as it should be andit is 
usually misunderstood. 

The OO calls attention to rule 
violations or other infractions but 
has no power to issue an FCC cita- 
tion. These stations report to the 
OO Coordinator who records the 
violations reported. If a serious 


problem exists that cannot be 
resolved by the OO, the Coordinator 
attempts to diplomatically solve 
it. If this fails and the violation 
is serious, the ooc takes the 
matter up with the Section Manager. 
If a solution is still not found 
the SM turns all documentation over 
to the Regional Monitor. This 
person is unknown to the OO, OOC, 
and the general Ham population. He 


is the ONLY operator who can 
approach the FCC and only as a last 
resort. The Regional Monitor has 


the power to issue legal citations 
if they become necessary. 

The object of all of this is, 
Sf-Vieourses,. +t not go to -‘the FCC 
except in the most extreme cases of 
willful disregard of the Amateur 
rules and regulations. 

The person appointed as the 
Regional Monitor must have a well- 


known reputation for excellant 
operting practices and also must be 
very familiar with all legal 


aspects of these regulations. 

This Service should be better 
publicized and respected as_ the 
operators volunteering their time 
have all shown good reason to be 
trusted and usually have extensive 
backgrounds in Amateur Radio. 

Remember, if you receive a 
card from an OO, he is only 
notifying you of an infraction that 
could lead to trouble for yourself 
or all amateurs. If you receive a 
"Good Guy’ card, be very proud of 
it; they are not given to many.
